Turdly, Another consideration of importance, under this partic 
ular head is this; No one man possesses as great a variety of useful 
knowledge, as twenty men equaltintalentsdo. By having the 
labor of /wenty preachers in regular succession, instead of one, we 
have nearly twenty times as great avariety of useful knowledge as 
we would otherwise have; and by these means the congregations 
would be much better instructed into the nature and importance 
of divine things. 

Fourthly; Another consideration of some weight ts this, a min- 
ister of the gospelcan preach with more amplitude of mind; or, 
whatis commonly called more “liberty” toa attange congregation 
than he can to one of which he has been aregular pastor for some : 
time; because, he feels no fear of repeating what he bas said be 
tore, and this enables bim to proceed without the du//ness and drv- 

ness of stale tautology so common in many places. 7
